During  the  year  the  County  Supervisor  of  Midwives  made  1,458 
vi.sits  to  midwives  and  503  visits  to  patients. 

At  the  end  of  the  year  there  were  25  independent  midwives  in 
practice.  In  addition,  there  were  45  practising  midwives  in  maternity 
and  public  assista,nce  hospitals,  and  1 1 midwives  employed  by  district 
nursing  associations  not  included  in  the  County  Council’s  Scheme 
notified  their  intention  to  practise. 

During  the  year,  9,521  applications  were  received  for  the  domi- 
ciliary services  of  the  mid  wives  appointed  under  the  Act  ; 8,216  as 
midwife  and  1,305  as  maternity  nurse.

The  County  Maternity  Home  has  17  beds,  the  Richard  Murray 
Hospital  16  beds,  and  Hardwick  Hall  can  provide  40  beds  though 
normally  only  about  33  are  in  use.  A new  maternity  ward  was  opened 
in  the  Hartlepools  Hospital  and  the  county  arrangements  were  extended 
to  provide  for  the  admission  of  county  cases  to  this  ward. 

The  increasing  demand  for  maternity  home  accommodation 
which  made  itself  felt  in  1941  was  further  accentuated  in  1942.  In 
1938  the  number  of  admissions  to  maternity  homes  and  hospitals 
represented  ten  per  cent,  of  all  births,  in  1941  the  percentage  was  13 
and  in  1942  the  proportion  had  risen  to  15  per  cent.

While  the  numbers  of  babies  brought  to  the  centres  w^as  maintained 
there  was  a substantial  fall  in  the  numbers  of  older  children  who 
attended.  The  number  aged  1 and  2 years  was  1,974  fewer  and  the 
number  aged  3 and  4 was  2,374  few'er  than  in  1941.  This  may  be 
attributed  to  the  increased  domestic  burdens  imposed  on  housewives  ! 
by  war  conditions  and  to  the  transfer  of  the  distribution  of  dried  milk  I 
from  the  welfare  centre  to  the  food  office.  The  average  number  of  i 
consultations  per  session  was  correspondingly  reduced  from  28  to  24. 

On  the  other  hand,  the  numbers  attending  ante-natal  clinics  showed 
a substantial  increase,  being  2,602  more  than  in  1941,  wdth  an  increase 
of  3 in  the  average  number  of  consultations  per  session. 

Ante-Natal  Work. — During  the  year  10,253  expectant  mothers 
attended  welfare  centres.  This  is  a marked  increase  and  the  number 
represents  78  per  cent,  of  the  number  of  births  in  the  county  welfare 
area. 


Post-Natal  Clinics. — The  number  of  clinics  remained  unchanged 
at  22.  The  number  of  patients  on  the  register  (987)  showed  an  increase 
of  43  and  the  attendances  (1,833)  an  increase  of  155  compared  with 
the  1941  figures.  In  addition,  270  women  who  were  not  pregnant 
were  examined  at  ante-natal  clinics. 

Birth  Control  Clinics. — An  additional  clinic  was  opened  during 
the  year.  The  number  of  women  on  the  register  (402)  was  slightly 
less  than  in  1941,  and  they  made  8(50  attendances. 

Dental  Clinics. — Table  14  shows  the  work  done  at  the  12  dental 
clinics.

The  health  visitors  are  instructed  to  make  careful  enquiries  into 
all  cases  of  inflammation  of  the  eyes  of  newly-born  children,  and 
during  the  year,  in  addition  to  the  62  cases  notified  as  ophthalmia 
neonatorum,  they  reported  394  such  cases  to  which  they  paid  1,071 
home  visits.

HEALTH  VISITORS. 

Notification  of  Births. — In  the  area  administered  by  the  County 
Council  12,434  live  births  and  442  stillbirths  were  notified,  while  the 
numbers  registered  were  12,048  and  598  respectively.  Of  the  notified 
births  10,091  were  reported  by  midwives,  337  by  doctors,  2,335  by 
maternity  homes  and  hospitals,  and  113  by  public  assistance  institu- 
tions and  St.  Monnica’s  Home.  The  health  visitors  paid  first  visits 
to  12,680  births  and  it  was  found  that  in  2.8%  of  the  cases  no  doctor 
or  midwife  was  present  at  the  birth. 

Child  Life  Protection. — At  the  end  of  the  year  59  cases  were  under 
supervision.  Generally  speaking  the  standard  of  care  was  good. 

Deaths  from  Pneumonia  and  Bronchitis  of  Children  under  5 years  2 
of  age. — There  are  records  of  218  of  these  cases,  109  of  which  were  e 
under  six  months  old  and  28  between  the  ages  of  2 and  5 years.  Of  1 
the  45  who  died  in  hospital  only  31  had  special  nursing,  128  had  been  r 
prematurely  weaned  and  14  had  not  been  breast  fed.

In  the  aggregate  health  visitors  spent  7,925  days  at  welfare  centres, 
1,498  days  at  tuberculosis  dispensaries,  and  588  days  at  school  clinics, 
while  1,603  days  were  spent  in  inspections  relating  to  school  children 
and  37  days  in  conducting  children  to  special  schools. 

NURSING  HOMES. 

During  the  year  no  application  was  made  to  the  County  Council 
under  section  194  of  the  Public  Health  Act,  1936,  for  the  delegation 
of  their  powers  to  a district  council.  Eleven  general  and  cottage 
hospitals  were  re-inspected  during  the  year  and  granted  exemption 
for  a further  period  of  one  year.

WATER  SUPPLIES. 

P'urther  improvements  and  extensions  to  the  water  supplies  of 
the  county  were  made  during  the  year.  These  included  a piped 
supply  from  Herrington  Lane  to  Dean  Bank,  the  installation  of  a 
duplicate  pumping  plant  at  Herrington  Lane  to  augment  the  supply 
to  the  Coundon  district,  and  a 12-inch  main  from  Quebec  to  Leamside 
which,  in  emergency,  will  supplement  the  supply  of  the  Sunderland 
and  South  Shields  Water  Company. 

Work  proaeeded  on  a mains  diversion  at  Fishburn  Colliery,  the 
installation  of  plant  at  High  Grange  to  supply  the  Shildon  district, 
and  a scheme  to  supply  Hett,  Quarrington  Hill,  Cassop,  Old  Cassop 
and  Kelloe  in  the  Durham  Rural  District. 

Chlorinating  plants  have  been  installed  at  all  the  impounding 
reservoirs  of  the  County  Water  Board  and  in  addition  two  mobile 
and  two  portable  chlorinating  plants  have  been  provided  for  use  in 
emergency. 

At  Great  Stainton,  where  a scheme  has  been  held  up  owing  to 
the  war,  the  District  Council  has  installed  a steriliser  at  the  public 
well  to  provide  water  for  drinking  purposes. 


DRAINAGE,  SEWERAGE  AND  SEWAGE  DISl^OSAL. 


War-time  redistribution  of  population  has  placed  an  increased 
burden  on  some  sewage  disposal  systems  and  some  works  became 
overloaded.  Most  of  these  works  were  scheduled  for  reconstruction 
and  in  these  cases  temporary  improvements  have  been  made  which 
hav'e  been  reasonably  successful  in  preventing  serious  pollution  of 
rivers  and  streams  into  which  the  effluents  are  discharged.  Wdiere 
the  works  were  of  modern  construction  extensions  and  improvements 

have  been  carried  out  in  order  to  obtain  a satisfactory  effluent.

Sewage  disposal  works  were  completed  and  put  into  commission 
at  Bishop  Auckland,  Binchester  Woods,  Consett,  We.stwood,  Crook, 
Copelaw  School,  Aycliffe,  Low  Hulam,  Ingleton  Hostel,  Sadberge 
Hostel,  Middleton  St.  George,  Streatlam,  Stainton,  Westwick,  Humble- 
don,  Barford,  Carlbury  Hall,  Bedburn  Annexe.  Works  of  sewerage 
I discharging  to  the  sea  were  completed  at  Seaham.  Temporary  improve- 
' ments  have  been  carried  out  at  Gainford,  Staindrop,  and  Aliddleton- 
in-Teasdale. 


RIVERS  AND  STREA^IS. 

During  the  year  owing  to  the  development  of  camps,  factories, 
hostels,  and  other  works  of  an  emergency  character,  considerable 
care  had  to  be  exercised  to  ensure  that  precautions  against  pollution 
from  trade  and  sewage  effluents  were  adequate.  In  general,  despite 
war-time  conditions,  effluents  of  a high  standard  have  been  secured. 

There  has  been  an  improvement  in  the  condition  of  the  River 
Skerne  but  this  will  not  be  fully  evident  until  the  regrading  scheme  is 
completed. 

Special  attention  has  been  devoted  to  the  rivers  Tees,  Wear, 
Teams,  Browney,  Deerness,  and  Derwent,  the  Wingate  Beck,  Murton 
[ Beck,  Langley  Beck,  Old  House  Beck  and  the  Black  Burn,  West 
Burn,  Lumley  Burn  and  Blaydon  Burn. 

PIT  HEAD  BATHS. 

At  the  end  of  the  year  33  pithead  baths  were  in  use  in  the  admin- 
i istrative  county  area. 

BURNING  SPOIL  BANKS. 

Slight  activity  was  observed  in  some  spoil  banks  but  this  was 
it  effectively  controlled  by  covering  or  blanketing  the  affected  parts.

MILK  AND  DAIRIES  ACTS  AND  ORDERS. 

The  approximate  number  of  registered  dairy  herds  in  the  adminis- 
trative  county  during  the  year  was  2,918. 

In  19  cases  bulk  samples  of  milk  taken  by  local  authorities  were 
) reported  under  the  Milk  and  Dairies  (Consolidation)  Act,  1915,  to 
) contain  tubercle  bacilli.  Investigations  by  the  veterinary  officers 
t'  of  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture  and  Fisheries  into  the  origin  of  tubercle 
bacilli  in  these  samples  necessitated  visits  to  19  farms  and  in  15  cases 
1 18  tuberculous  cows  were  detected  and  slaughtered.  These  are 

r included  in  the  total  number  of  animals  slaughtered  under  the  Tuber- 
J culosis  Order.

Throughout  the  year  tiie  veterinary  officers  of  the  Ministry  of 
Agriculture  and  Fisheries  paid  4,001  visits  to  farms  under  the  Milk 
and  Dairies  Orders,  which  involved  the  examination  of  58,624  animals. 
These  inspections  resulted  in  the  slaughter  of  140  tuberculous  animals, 
wliich  are  included  in  the  total  number  shown  as  having  been  dealt 
with  under  the  Tuberculosis  Orders.  129  cows  were  found  to  be 
affected  with  mastitis  or  some  other  pathological  condition. 

Under  the  Tuberculosis  Order  1938,  the  total  number  of  animals 
slaughtered  during  the  year  on  account  of  suspected  tuberculosis  was 
302.'

A total  of  1,236  samples  of  milk  was  collected  by  officers  of  the 
County  Health  Department. 

Table  1 9 shows  the  results  of  examination  of  the  samples  of  milk 
collected  during  the  year. 

It  will  be  observed  that  in  6.7  per  cent,  of  the  designated  milk 
samples  tubercle  bacilli  were  found. 

Samples  of  the  milk  supplied  to  schools  were  submitted  to 
bacteriological  examination  or  chemical  analysis  and  the  pasteurising 
establishments  were  visited  periodically  for  sampling  purposes. 

Milk  Assistance  Scheme. — The  number  of  families  assisted  under 
the  scheme  during  the  year  was  26  while  the  number  receiving  assistance 
at  the  end  of  the  year  was  2,  compared  with  291  and  10  respectively 
in  1941.

Administrative  County  of  Durham. — ^Number  of  Cases  of  certain  Infectious  Diseases  notified  1933-1942. 
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Scarlet  Fever. — The  number  of  notifications  of  scarlet  fever  was 
1,972  in  1942,  as  against  the  low  figure  of  989  in  1941.  Only  one 
death,  however,  was  registered  as  due  to  this  cause. 

Diphtheria. — Notifications  increased  to  2,007  in  1942  from  1,408 
in  1941.  There  were  92  deaths  registered  representing  a mortality 
equivalent  to  4.48  per  cent,  of  notifications  and  a death-rate  of  0.11 
per  1,000  population. 

Enteric  Fever. — Compared  with  115  in  1940  and  66  in  1941,  there 
were  only  17  notifications  of  enteric  fever  in  1942.  Only  one  death 
was  registered. 

Measles. — The  incidence  of  this  disease  was  low  in  the  early  part 
of  the  year  with  a slight  increase  in  theTate  spring.  The  high  incidence 
to  be  expected  in  the  winter  of  1942-48  in  view  of  the  characteristic 
periodicity  of  measles  commenced  in  the  last  quarter  and  reached  a 
peak  in  December.  The  notifications  for  the  year  numbered  7,409. 
Fifteen  deaths  were  registered,  giving  a death-rate  of  0.02  per  1,000 
population. 

Whooping  Cough. — There  were  873  notifications  .of  whooping 
cough  and  21  deaths  were  registered  as  due  to  this  disease. 

Diarrhoea  and  Enteritis  {under  2 years  of  age). — The  number  of 
deaths  registered  during  1942  was  98,  compared  with  67  in  1941.  The 
death-rates  per  1,000  population  for  these  two  years  were  0.12  and0.08 
respectively,  while  the  rates  per  1,000  births  registered  were  6.69  and 
4.66  respectively. 

Influenza. — The  number  of  deaths  registered  was  77,  equal  to  a 
death-rate  of  0.09  per  1,000  population,  compared  with  147  deaths 
and  a death-rate  of  0.18  in  1941. 


CANCKR  ACT,  1939. 

The  period  within  which  arrangements  under  the  Cancer  Act, 
1939  are  to  be  submitted  for  the  approval  of  the  Minister  of  Health 
was  extended  to  the  31st  March,  1944. 

At  a conference  of  local  authorities  and  voluntary  hospital 
authorities  convened  by  the  North  Eastern  Regional  Hospital  Advisory 
Council  on  the  3rd  November,  1942,  it  was  resolved  that  a scheme  be 
prepared  showing  the  services  in  connection  with  the  treatment  of 
cancer  which  could  be  offered  to  the  area  by  a centre  at  Newcastle. 

The  following  table  gives  comparative  statistics  in  respect  of 
cancer  mortality  for  this  administrative  county  and  England  and 
Wales  for  the  past  ten  years  ; while  Table  27  gives  the  number  of 
cancer  deaths  in  each  sanitary  district  during  1942  tabulated  to  show 
the  organs  affected  together  with  the  sex  and  age  periods.

BLIND  PERSONS. 


Administration. — The  number  of  blind  persons  on  the  County 
Council’s  register  on  the  31st  December,  1942,  was  1,918,  an  increase 
of  61  on  the  total  at  31st  December,  1941.  During  the  year  the 
names  of  261  blind  persons  were  added  to  the  register,  17  blind  persons 
were  certified  “not  blind,’’  and  183  died  or  left  the  county  area.  In- 
cluded in  the  number  of  cases  certified  “not  blind’’  were  those  whose 
sight  was  restored  after  receiving  surgical  treatment  under  the  Council’s 
arrangements  for  the  prevention  of  blindness.  A total  of  386  eye 
examinations  was  carried  out  by  three  part-time  ophthalmologists 
appointed  by  the  County  Council.  These  were  cases  classified  as 
follows  : —

Education,  training  and  employment. — At  the  end  of  the  year  22 
children  were  receiving  elementary  education  in  schools  for  the  blind, 
and  17  blind  persons  over  the  age  of  16  years  were  being  trained  in 
suitable  trades.  At  the  end  of  1942,  the  number  of  trained  unem- 
ployed blind  persons  was  5 compared  with  2 at  the  end  of  the  previous 
year.  There  were  54  workshop  employees  and  7 home  workers  in 
respect  of  whom  the  County  Council  made  grants  to  the  Sunderland 
and  Cleveland  Institutions  for  the  blind  and  grants  were  made  to  the 
Northern  Branch  of  the  National  Library  for  the  Blind  in  respect  of 
2 blind  persons  who  were  employed  as  Braille  copyists. 

Domiciliary  Assistance. — During  the  year  .£66,323  (an  average 
of  £1,275  per  week)  was  expended  in  domiciliary  assistance  to  registered 
blind  persons  compared  with  £55,906  and  .‘11,075  respectively  during  the 
year  1941.  On  i he  31st  December,  1942,  1,386  blind  persons  were  in 
receipt  of  assistance  compared  with  1,293  on  the  corresponding  date 
in  1941. 

Home  Teachers. — Seventeen  home  teachers  were  employed  by  the 
institutions  for  the  blind  and  during  the  year  under  review  28,303 
visits  to  the  homes  of  blind  persons  in  the  county  were  paid. 

Prevention  of  Blindness. — During  the  year  53  persons  received 
treatment  under  the  County  Council’s  arrangements  for  the  prevention 
of  blindness  and  spectacles  were  supplied  in  44  cases. 

• 

Wireless  for  the  Blind. — Under  Section  1 of  the  Wireless  Tele- 
graphy (Blind  Persons  Facilities)  Act,  1926,  154  certificates  enabling 
blind  persons  to  obtain  free  wireless  licences  were  issued  during  the 
year. 

Homes  for  the  Blind. — At  the  end  of  the  year,  5 blind  persons  were 
in  permanent  residence  in  Homes  for  the  Blind,  the  cost  of  maintenance 
being  paid  by  the  County  Council. 


TUBERCULOSIS. 

Institutional  Treatment. 

Accommodation. — The  number  of  beds  available  for  the  treatment 
of  tuberculosis  remained  unchanged  in  the  year  1942. 

Agreements  were  renewed  with  the  same  general  hospitals  as 
' previously  for  the  treatment  of  surgical  tuberculosis. 

The  average  accommodation  available  in  the  general  hospitals 
I was  35  beds  and  this  together  with  an  average  of  518  beds  available 
i in  sanatoria  gives  a total  of  553  beds  for  the  treatment  of  tuberculosis.

During  the  year  271  patients  were  admitted  to  this  institution 
and  265  were  discharged.  The  average  duration  of  stay  was  202  days 

X-ray  Department. — During  the  year  the  following  1,434  X-ray 
photographs  were  taken. — Chest  1,118,  Bones  and  joints  239,  Abdo- 
men (barium  meals)  37,  Kidney  27,  Miscellaneous  13,  in  addition 
approximately  2,400  screen  examinations  were  made. 

Collapse  Therapy. — Eighty  cases  were  treated  by  artificial 
pheumothorax  in  1942,  the  total  number  of  injections  of  air  given 
being  1,437. 

Seaham  Hall  Sanatorium. 

During  the  year  197  patients  were  admitted  to  this  institution 
and  182  discharged.  These  were  classified  as  follows. — Pulmonary 
adults  117,  non-pulmonary  adults  29,  non-pulmonary  children  28, 
total  non-tuberculous  in  all  groups  8. 

A large  number  of  cases  has  been  treated  by  artificial  pneumo- 
thorax both  as  in-patients  and  out-patients,  and  an  increasing  amount 
of  surgical  work  is  being  done. 

The  following  plaster  splints  were  applied. — spine  1,  leg  plasters  5, 
leg  casts  and  celluloid  splints  2,  casts  13,  celluloid  jackets  12. 

X-ray  Department. — The  following  examinations  were  made. — 
Indoor  patients  496,  patients  from  tuberculosis  dispensaries  2,  nursing 
and  domestic  staff  27. 

Light  Treatment.- — The  following  numbers  of  patients  were  treated 
by  ray  therapy.

1 Dispensary  Districts. — There  was  no  alteration  in  the  dispens- 

ary districts  during  the  year. 

Dispensary  and  Domiciliary  work. — The  total  number  of  persons 
' who  attended  the  dispensaries  was  7,580  compared  with  6,994  in  1941. 
[ Further  statistical  information  regarding  the  work  done  will  be  found 
i in  Table  29.  The  number  of  cases  on  the  registers,  4,686,  represents  a 
1 rate  of  5.6  per  1,000  estimated  population  of  the  county. 

I Radiography. — During  the  year  the  following  numbers  of  films 

were  made  at  the  request  of  the  district  tuberculosis  officers. — chest 
I 2,915,  spine,  pelvis  and  hip-joint  1 10,  knee  and  ankle  joint  27,  and  other 
I regions  1 12.  The  number  has  again  increased  compared  with  previous 
^ vears.

I Artificial  Light  Treatment  of  Skin  Tuberculosis. — Treatment  of 
V skin  tuberculosis  has  been  carried  on  as  in  previous  years  at  the  Skin 
Clinic  of  the  Royal  Ahetoria  Infirmary,  Newcastle-on-Tyne.  .\pait 
from  an  increase  in  the  number  of  sunlight  sittings  the  attendances 


have  remained  very  much  the  same.  The  number  of  new  cases  who 
commenced  treatment  during  the  year  was  29,  viz.  ; — Lupus  Vul- 
garis 5 ; Scrofuloderma  18  ; and  Tuberculosis  Cutis  6. 

The  total  number  of  treatments  given  during  the  year  was  4,327 
compared  with  3,78(t  in  1941. 

Surgical  Appliayices. — During  the  year  orthopaedic  appliances 
were  su|)plied  to  45  patients  on  the  recommendation  of  the  tuber- 
culosis officers. 

Dental  Treatment. — As  in  former  years,  provision  was  made  for  ' 
dental  treatment  in  institutions  for  certain  patients  who  were  in  poor 
financial  circumstances. 

Sanitary  Defects. — The  county  health  visitors  reported  60  such 
defects  existing  in  houses  where  a notified  tuberculous  patient  was  in 
residence. 

Ministry  of  Pensions. — Twenty  reports  on  ex-service  pensioners 
were  supplied  to  the  Ministry  of  Pensions  during  the  year.  Seventy- 
two  tuberculous  pensioners  were  admitted  to  sanatoria  and  hospitals, 
54  were  discharged,  and  6 died.  At  the  end  of  the  year  46  were  re- 
ceiving in-patient  treatment. 

School  Medical  Department. — The  number  of  suspected  tuberculous 
school  children  referred  to  the  dispensaries  by  assistant  school  medical 
officers  was  117,  (65  boys  and  52  girls),  and  the  district  tuberculosis 
officers  found  that  of  this  number  23  boys  and  1 1 girls  were  tuberculous. 

Home  Nursing. — The  number  of  visits  paid  by  district  nurses 
during  the  year  was  1,130. 

open-air  Shelters. — At  the  beginning  of  the  year  there  were  24 
shelters  in  use  and  47  awaiting  removal.  During  the  year  7 were 
removed  from  patients  who  had  no  further  use  for  them  and  were  * 
erected  for  other  patients  or  stored.  One  shelter  was  condemned  I 
and  sold.  The  total  number  of  shelters  at  the  end  of  the  year  was, 
70,  of  which  number  21  were  in  use  and  49  were  awaiting  removal.

Notification. — The  number  of  primary  notifications  received 
during  the  year  was  1,139.  (Tables  30,  32  and  33).  In  addition, 
information  was  obtained  other  than  by  formal  notification  in  respect 
of  184  cases  (Table  31). 

Incidence. — New  cases  coming  to  notice  during  the  year  numbered 
1,249.  (Table  34).  This  gives  an  incidence  rate  for  all  forms  of 
tuberculosis  of  1.5  per  1,000  estimated  population.  Of  the  cases 
actually  coming  under  the  supervision  of  the  tuberculosis  medical 
officers  during  1942,  8.8%  were  unnotified  at  the  end  of  the  year. 

Deaths  and  Death-rates. — Tables  35  and  30  give  the  number  of 
deaths  from  pulmonary  and  non-pulmonary  tuberculosis  by  age  in 
the  separate  county  districts.  Deaths  in  the  county  as  a whole  dis- 
tinguishing age  and  sex  for  pulmonary  and  non-pulmonary  forms  of 
the  disease  are  given  in  Table  34.  In  Tables  37  and  38  the  death 
rates  from  pulmonary  and  non-pulmonary  tuberculosis  in  the  boroughs 
and  in  the  urban  and  rural  districts  of  the  administrative  county  area 
are  compared. 

The  ratio  of  non-notified  tuberculosis  deaths  to  total  tuberculosis 
deaths  is  19.2%  compared  with  17.5%  for  the  previous  year.  Every 
effort  is  made  to  induce  medical  practitioners  either  to  notify  cases 
or  to  send  them  to  dispensaries  as  soon  as  tuberculosis  is  diagnosed.
